ferritory to Comprise Seven Airports 
—Seattle, Portland, Medford, San 
Francisco, Fresno, Bakersfield and 
Los Angeles. 


San Francisco.—The Pacific Air 
Transport corporation, a $500,000 con- 


cern, which will carry United States. 


air mail between Seattle and Los An- 
geles, was in the process of forma- 
tion in San Francisco a few hours 
after word was received from Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General W. I. Glover 
that the government contract for 
coastwise air mail service had been 
dwarded to Vern Cc. Gorst of North 
Bend, Ore. 

The territory will comprise seven 
airports—Seattle,, Portland, Medford, 
San Francisco, Fresno, 
and Los Angeles. 

Because San Francisco has no suit- 
able airport, however, landings will be 
made at Concord, Cal., near Suisun 
bay. 

Three planes will caperate in each 
direction each day, ‘according to R. 
L. Gardner, who is assisting in the or- 
ganization of the transport company. 
‘The relay points will be Medford and 
Concord, at which places planes, car- 
goes and pilots will be. changed. 

Thirty-seven hours will be saved be- 
tween Seattle and Los Angeles over 
trainor boat time, Gardner says.

The Pacific Air Transport corpora- 
tion will be one of eight air mail 
routes in the United States which the 
government has thrown open for 
operation by private concerns. 

When the air service between Seat- 
tle and Los Angeles becomes substan- 
tially established, Gardner says, it is 
probable that the corporation will 
make arrangements for extension to

Washington.—Representatives of 
the San Francisco, Seattle and Port- 
land chambers of commerce con-

BROTHER OF MURDER 


Admission Is Expected to Free Russell 
Scott of Chicago Murder Charge, 
Who Escaped Gallows by Being 
Insane. 


San Francisco.—Haunted by the 

phantom of a dead man, driven to a 
frenzy by a conscience that seemed to 
tell even the prison walls his secret, 
Robert B. Scott, alias John C. Redding, | 
sought relief by confiding to a cell- 
mate in San Quentin that he and not 
his brother, Russell T. Scott, mur- 
dered John Maurer, Chicago drug store | 
clerk. 
‘The story of the confession and re- 
sultihg identification of Redding as 
Robert Scott is the old, old tale of a 
woman spurned. 

The confession itself is the narra- 
tive of a man whose crime followed 
him 2,500 miles across the continent. 
It was told to the cellmate shortly 
afetr Scott, under the name of Red- 
ding, was sent to San Quentin for 
holding up a San Francisco haber. 
dashery store in 1924. 

Its essence is that Robert Scott, 
once a millionaire himself, killed the 
young drug store clerk and fled to 


the Pacific coast with a woman known | 
as “Betty,” who led to the undoing of | 
the man she really loved. 

At that very time the father was 
broadcasting over the radio: 
Bob, be a man; don't let your brother 
take your punishment.” 

The other son, Russell, had been 
convicted of murder and was facing 
the gallows. His wife was_ still 
courageously fighting to save him; the 
father was spending his last slender 
savings to set aside the death decree. 

While this tense drama was being 
enacted in Illinois, Scott lived on in 
his fancied security in the San Quen- 
tin cell. His cellmate was released in 
the meantime and sought out an o!d 
sweetheart. To her he confided 
Scott’s confession. 

Robert’s secret had now been en- 
trusted to three persons, the former 
cellmate, the cellmate’s girl and his 
own loyal sweetheart, Betty. One of 
them told the police. : 

It was the cellmate’s girl, angered 
and jealous because Betty had tem- 
porarily stolen her man. 

The information came to the police 
some three months ago, at a time 
when Russell Scott had been com- 
mitted to the asylum and the menace 
of his hanging had passed. 

For that reason the authorities went 
about without undue haste in the 
careful piecing together of the new 
evidence. Possessed of the first wom- 
an’s revelation, they confronted Betty 
and finally broke through her silence. 
She also told, and next they turned 
to the former cellmate, now in Los 
Angeles. He also admitted having 
heard Scott’s confession and discussed 
it freely. 

Betty, after the story of her sweet- 
heart's guilt was wrung from her, dis- 
appeared. The whereabouts of the 
other two who heard the confession, 
the released convict and his sweet- 
heart, are known to the police, who 
can place hands upon them at their 
convenience, they state. 

Recently “Redding” applied for his 
parole and had it granted. He was 
only waiting for the guarantee of a 
position to be released, and that po- 


sition was expected to be forthcoming | 


when the prison board convened. Then 
the police acted to block his releas». 

The next move is up to the Chicago 
authorities or he may be sent back to 
prison for four more years. The first 
was considered the more probable in 
view of the fact that State Attorney 
Crowe was quoted in eastern dis- 
patches as saying that he would im- 
mediately forward extradition papers 
to California.

Ancients Hatched Eggs 
by Artificial Means 


Although hot-air and hot-water in- 
cubators were not known in Europe 


until the last decades of the Eight-_ 


eenth century, the Chinese and Egyp- 
tions practiced artificial incubation of 
fowls’ eggs thousands of years ago. 
The ancient Egyptians built enormous 
ovens of semi-dried bricks, often cov- 
ering an area of as much as 6,000 
square feet. Similar egg ovens are in 
use in Egypt today, the craft having 
been handed down through the cen- 
turies, from father to son. Through 
the center of the egg oven runs a 
Passage which opens up on each side 
to circular vaults, in which the actual 
hatching is done. Fires are kept alight 
in each vault, and all surplus heat and 
smoke escape from a large hole in the 
roof. During incubation the porous egg 
shell admits a slight amount of oxygen 
and allows the escape of other gases. 
Every day the shell grows more brit- 
tle, so that when the time comes for 
the live chick to break forth it has no 
difficulty in doing so,

EVERYDAY GOOD THINGS 


We all enjoy an occasional unusual 
Gish, but the most of humanity like 
common things 
well cooked; if 
we can be in- 
genious enough 
to serve and gar- 
nish them that 
they appear an- 
usual, 
honor to the cook. 

Boiled Dinner.— 
A well-seasoned kettle of boiled din- 
ner {s a dish fit to set before the king 
or queen either. Aw tastes vary so 
in regard to flavors, 
judgment in cooking a boiled dinner. 
One New England housewife, famous 
for her cooking, never prepared a 
botled dinner without slipping 
salt sack of beans—the cranberry va- 
riety—to serve with the dinner, They 
are so well seasoned with the vegeta- 
bles and meat that they are espe- 


The kind of meat one likes with a 
boiled dinner will determine the flavor 
of the whole. Most people like a 
nice fat piece of corn beef together 
with a good-sized piece of fresh pork. 
fat and Jean; others prefer salt pork 
or pigs’ feet with salt pork. At any 
rate enough meat of whatever kind 
should be started to cook an hour or 
two before the vegetables are added; 
this gives a quantity of broth all 
flavored ready to begin seasoning the 
vegetables as soon as they are put in. 
Cabbage, rutabagas, carrots, parsnips, 
onions and beets cooked by them- 
selves are added to the platter when 
serving. 

Suet Pudding. —Take one cupful of 
suet, molasses and sour milk, three 
and one-half cupfuls of flour, two 
eggs and one cupful of dried fruit. 
Add a teaspoonful of soda and spices 
to taste. Steam two hours and serve 
with: 

Egg Sauce.—Beat two eggs until 
light, add one cupful of powdered 
sugar, a teaspoonful of vanilla or 
lerpon extract and three tablespoon- 
fills of any fruit juice to suit the 
taste. Beat up and serve with any 
steamed pudding. 


Beet Relieh—This may be made 
any time when fresh beets are good. 
To one quart of chopped beets which 
have been cooked until tender, add one 
quart of chopped cabbage, one cupful 
of grated horseradish, one cupful of 
sugar, one-half teaspoonful of cayenne 
pepper, and salt to taste; cover with 
cold vinegar. 


Food for Everybody. 


Use the whole wheat right from the 
granary when obtainable. Wash it, 
soak it over night, 
then cook on the 
back part of the 
range all day if 
necessary, or until 
it becomes 4 soft 
gelatinous mass. 
A fireless cooker 
is a fine place to 
eook food which 
needs long, slow cooking. This wheat 
when served with a little top milk is 
the best possible food for the young. 
sters just going to school. Kept in a 
cool place the wheat may be served 
two or three times a week and chil- 
dren like it once they have eaten it. 


This is the season when steamed 
puddings and rich sauces are more 
frequently used. The following is a 
simple pudding and easy to prepare: 

Suet Pudding.—Take three cupfuls 
of bread, one cupfu! each of sugar and 
suet, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, 
the same of cloves; one cupful each 
of raisins and milk. Mix thoroughly, 
adding a bit of grated orange peel 


and a little grated nutmeg. Steam 
three hours. Serve with: 
Pudding Sauce.—Mix one table 


spoonful of flour with one cupful of 
sugar, add a little cold water, then 
one cupful of boiling water; cook five 
minutes, add one-half teaspoonful of 
grated lemon rind, one teaspoonful of 
lemon extract, one-fourth teaspoonful 
of nutmegs, ten drops of ginger or half 
a teaspoonful of dry. ginger, pour 


‘over one-half cupful of creamed but- 


ter. 


Graham Sudding Beat one egg, 
add three-fourths of a cupful of sweet 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
one-half cupful of graham flour, one 
teaspoonful of soda, one-half cupful 
of molasses and one cupful of raisins. 
Steam two and one-half hours. For 
the sauce beat the yolks of two eggs, 
add one-half cupful of sugar, heat in 
a double boiler; when sugar is dis- 
solved add the beaten whites and 
serve. 

Luncheon Dish—A few cans of 
sardines on hand will be found a help 
in an emergency. For a nice supper 
or Juncheon dish, heat’ the sardines 
in a hot frying pan and serve on but-
